Petitions  Committee — 
Subject  To  Exam 


Registration  for  correspondence 
work  in  excess  of  sixteen  hours  of 
residence  must  receive  the  approval  of 
the  committee  on  petitions,  according 
to  action  of  the  University  Council 
taken  at  its  meeting  on  Monday  after- 
noon. This  new  regulation  modifies 
the  existing  regulation,  which  required 
the  sanction  of  the  student’s  dean. 
Correspondence  credit  which  is  sub- 
mitted for  record,  must  not  have  been 
done  while  the  student  is  carrying  a 
full  residence  load,  unless  the  appro- 
val of  the  petitions  committee  is 
secured.  Otherwise  the  credit  will  be 
disallowed 

The  Council  also  decided  to  require 
that  students  submitting  correspond- 
ence credit  from  another  institution, 
are  subject  to  an  examination  by  the 
department  of  this  university  in  which 
the  courses  falls.  Resident  students 
from  other  institutions  will  not  be 
allowed  to  take  work  with  this  insti- 
tution without  the  approval  of  the 
president  of  the  school  in  which  they 
are  registered,  it  was  decided.  The 
new  regulation  will  be  printed  in  the 
forthcoming  catalogue  for  1930-31.

The  debating  team  under  the  coach- 
ing of  Miss  Gladys  Black  met  the 
team  from  Nephi  high  school  in  their 
first  league  encounter.  Each  of  the 
schools  won  one  debate  and  as  a re- 
sult both  were  advanced  to  the  next 
triangle.  Here  the  'Y  team  won  two 
debates  from  both  the  West  high 
school  and  the  Box  Elder  high  school 
for  which  they  were  again  advanced. 
In  the  next  triangle  they  won  two 
debates  from  the  Davis  high  school 
and  one  from  the  North  Cache  high 
school.  Their  next  contests  were  in 
the  state  finals  in  Salt  Lake  on  state 
high  school  day.  Here  the  affirma- 
tive team  won  from  the  Park  City 
high  school  while  the  negative  lost  to 
Richfield.

In  a clean-cut,  convincing  speech  to  the  members  of  the 
Varsity  debating  team  and  the  University  Debating  council  last 
Wednesday,  President  Harris  expressed  the  desire  that  not  only 
should  the  school  foster  the  regular  Varsity  and  class  debating 
series  but  that  it  should  institute  debating  among  the  Social  Units. 
By  this  means,  said  the  president,  could  a system  be  inaugurated 
whereby  not  twenty-five,  but  four  or  five  hundred  people  in  the 
school  could  gain  the  educational  value  attached  to  the  forensic 
art. 

The  idea  appears  from  most  angles  to  be  a thoroughly  sound 
one.  If  debating  is  such  ai\  obvious  good  for  the  twenty-five  who 
do  take  part  in  it,  then  it  possibly  would  not  be  offending  the 
opponents  of  inductive  reasoning  too  much  to  say  that  it  would  be 
equally  good  for  four  hundred.  Certainly  there  are  many,  many 
more  than  the  regular  twenty-five  who  need  the  experience  in 
quick,  clear  thinking;  the  added  poise;  and  the  habits  of  scholar* 
ship  that  debating*)  lends  to  its  devotees. 

If,  as  President  Harris  suggested,  the  Debating  council  can 
generate  enough  enthusiasm  among  the  Social  Units  to  initiate 
such  a series,;  then  the  university  would  indeed  possess  an  unrival- 
ed system  of  forensics.

Page  Ripley!  The  Brigham  Young  university  student  body 
made  more  awards  for  extra-curricula  activities  last  year  than  any 
university,  with  one  exception,  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  Conference, 
regardless  of  size.  President-elect  James  Cullimore  brings  this 
news  from  the  regional  meeting  of  the  N.  S.  F.  A.  at  Denver  which 
he  recently  attended. 

A pertinent  question  is  couched  in  this  bit  of  news:  Are  we 
abusing  the  purpose  of  giving  student  body  awards  by  making  them 
too  easily  won? 

Something  of  cheapness  is  introduced  when  awarding  is  done 
on  such  a lavish  scale  that  an  award  breaks  out  on  the  chest  of  “one 
out  of  every  five.”  Tokens  given  for  service  acquire  value  in  the 
eyes  of  those  t<%  whom  they  are  given  in  proportion  to  the  amount 
of  constructive  service  which  they  have  rendered  to  the  awarding 
body. 

In  many  of  the  schools  of  the  conference  no  awards  are  given 
for  such  activities  as  debating,  participating  in  dramatics,  work  on 
school  publications,  and  service  as  student  body  officers. 

We  recommend  for  the  student  body  of  the  Brigham  Yoimg 
university  a policy  between  these  two  extremes.  We  suggest  that 
the  Student  Body  Council  adopt  a plan  of  granting  awards  for  the 
activities  enumerated  above,  and  possibly  others  as  they  see  fit, 
based  upon  outstanding  achievement  or  two-year  participation. 
Achievement  could  conveniently  be  made  the  basis  for  awards  in 
the  case  student  officers,  while  the  two-year  participation  plan 
could  be  applied  without  fear  of  discrimination  in  the  other  in- 
stances.

Annual  Timp  Hike  Is 
Educational  Climb 

Your  education  as  a Y student  is 
never  complete  until  you  have  hiked 
to  the  top  of  Mt.  Timpanogosl  This 
has  become  something  of  a slogan  in 
recent  years  with  the  steady  growth 
in  the  popularity  of  the  Wonder 
Mountain  as  a shrine  for  worshippers 
of  beauty.  As  the  fame  of  the  moun- 
tain spreads  about  the  earth,  it  be- 
comes even  more  the  object  of  admir- 
ation at  home. 

The  famous  Timp  Hike,  which  was 
organized  as  a community  project 
some  twenty  years  ago  by  Professor 
E.  L.  (Timpanogos)  Roberts,  for  so 
many  years  in  charge  of  physical  edu- 
cation at  the  Y,  and  now  instructing 
in  the  physical  education  department 
of  the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, this  event  has  become  the 
largest  community  hike  in  the  world 
to  the  top  of  a mountain  as  high  as 
Timp. 

,For  many  days  prior  to  the  hike, 
the  university  community  and  Utah 
county  are  agog  with  anticipation. 
The  night  before  the  big  event,  there 
is  held  a hikers’  frolic  on  the  univer- 
sity lawn.  The  evening  before  the 
ascent  of  the  Mountain,  when  every- 
one is  camped  at  Aspen  Grove,  the 
big  program  is  held  in  the  Theatre  or 
the  Pines.  Then  at  six  o’clock  in 
the  morning  the  great  trek  to  the 
mount  takes  place. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  ascent  is 
the  glacier  and  emerald  lake.  One 
climbs  the  glacier,  but  the  descent  is 
made  more  rapidly.  The  slide  down 
the  vestigal  ice  sheet  is  one  of  the 
thrills  of  a life  time.

. ..One  of  the  hardest  series  of  tough 
breaks  that  any  athlete  perhaps  in 
this  region  has  suffered  beset  the 
work  of  George  Staples,  pole  vaulter 
on  the  Brigham  Young  university 
track  and  field  team. 

Staples  was  unable  to  begrin  training 
early  this  spring  because  of  the  neces- 
sity of  an  operation  at  the  end  of  the 
basketball  season  for  the  removal  of 
his  tonsils  and  consequently  was  slow 
in  regaining  form.  Immediately  upon 
regaining  good  physical  condition 
Staple*  began  to  soar  into  the  air,  and 
reached  his  highest  point  in  the  B.  Y. 
U.  intersocial  unit  meet  when  he 
easily  cleared  12  feet  4 inches. 

The  following  week  he  suffered 
slight  infection  in  his  foot  that  grew 
worse  and  worse  and  was  painfully 
tender  when  the  B.  Y.  U.  met  Utah 
State  in  a dual  meet.  In  spite  of  the 
injured  member  Staples  managed  to 
take  second  place.  It  was  ten  days 
before  he  was  able  to  don  a track 
suit  again,  the  injury  developing  into 
blood  poison. 

Tough  Luck 
He  was  out  for  a light  practice  one 
night  when  that  siege  of  adverse 
weather  set  in  a weAc  previous  to  the 
Utah-B.  Y.  U.  dual  meet.  At  that 
George  won  in  that  meet,  vaulting  12 
feet  3 inches.  George  again  was  soar- 
ing to  record  heights  previous  to  the 
state  meet  at  Logan  and  in  that  meet 
was  determined  to  keep  pace  with  the 
Aggie  record  holder,  BelHston,  but 
before  the  bar  was  raised  very  high 
he  had  misfortune  to  accidentally  pull 
a muscle  in  his  leg  as  he  came  down. 
George  kept  on  trying  but  the  best 
he  could  do  with  the  injured  member 
was  II  feet  8 inches,  good  for  second 
place. 

George  has  the  stuff  to  make  the 
high  bar  crawl  up.  His  run  and  take 
off  are  good,  and  he  has  powerful 
enough  arms  and  shoulders  to  put  him 
over  quite  consistently.  Nexy  year 
when  George  begins  his  track  work 
again,  it  is  hoped  that  he\  will  not  be 
cursed  with  misfortunes  as  he  has  this 
year.  Fans  would  like  to  see  just 
what  heights  he  will  reach,  unham 
pered  by  injuries.

HTHLETIC  COUNCIL 
APPROVES  AWAROING  OF 
HONORS  iriRACK  MEN 

Fourteen  Athletes  Will  Receive 
Block  Y For  Performance 
On  ’30  Squad 


What  should  be  the  fastest,  most 
brilliant,  and  classiest  tennis  seen  this 
year  will  take  place  this  afternoon  at 
one-thirty  at  the  Knight  Woolen  Mills 
courts  when  Coach  R.  L.  Grismer’s 
crack  University  of  California  rac- 
quetters  clash  with  a picked  team  of 
the  present  and  former  B.  Y.  U.  stars. 

The  Californians  hail  from  the 
sunny  region  where  practically  all 
ear  around  tennis  is  possible,  a re- 
gion which  is  renowned  for  the  qual- 
ity and  strength  of  its  court  repre- 
sentatives. Such  world  famous  starts 
‘The  Comet” — Maurice  McLough- 
lin — perhaps  the  most  sensational 
tennis  player  who  ever  smashed  a ball, 
and  William  “Little  Bill”  Johnston, 
for  years  a ranking  player  in  the 
United  States,  have  come  from  this 
locality. 

The  California  U squad,  Dolf  Mueh- 
leisen,  Robert  Muench,  Theodore  Lud- 
low, and  Captain  Martin  McKee,  ii 
composed  of  four  of  the  outstanding 
college  players  in  the  country.  The 
team  is  on  its  way  to  the  national  in- 
tercollegiate tournament  to  be  held  in 
Philadelphia  the  latter  part  of  June, 
and  it  should  stand  a good  show  of 
capturing  a place  among  the  upper 
brackets,  according  to  present  indica- 
tions. This  team  has  lost  but  one 
match  this  season,  when  it  bowed  to 


the  strong  Los  Angeles  Tennis  Oub. 
It  has  yet  to  lose  an  intercollegiate 
match. 

Muehleisen  is  holder  of  the  Pacific- 
Coast  conference  singles  champion- 
ship, and  he,  coupled  with  his  team- 
mate Muench,  was  runner  up  in  the 
doubles  competition. 

The  Cougar  players  need  no  intro- 
duction to  tennis  fans  of  this  district. 
Fred  “Buck"  Dixon,  who  did  the 
neat  trick  of  being  junior  singles 
champion  one  year,  and  senior  cham- 
pion the  next,  who  was  the  terror  of 
every  meet  while  on  the  Y squad  and 
who  now  coaches  the  Cougar  rac- 
quete  wielders,  will  couple  with  Don 
Dixon,  his  brother  and  Y ace  of  lasV 
year,  in  one  doubles  event. 

Paul  Holt  and  Wesley  Porter,  the 
present  number  one  doubles  team  for 
the  school,  will  play  the  other  dual 
encounter,  and  Buck  Dixon,  Holt, 
Porter,  and  Jenkins  will  engage  in 
the  four  singles  matches. 

Intense  interest  is  being  shown  by 
tennis  enthusiasts  in  this  meet,  it  giv 
ing  the  local  players  some  intersection- 
al competition  from  one  of  the  strong- 
est tennis  sections  of  the  United 
States,  and  it  affords  the  spectators  a 
rare  opportunity  for  a really  exception- 
al exhibition  of  the  net  game.

Dixons  Again 

Indelibly  impressed  in  the  leaves  of 
the  athletic  history  of  Brigham  Young 
university  are  the  names  of  the  Dixon 
brothers,  Fred  and  Don,  or  better 
known.  “Buck”  and  “Sanky”,  and 
here  again  they  identify  themselves 
with  B.  Y.  U.  sports  when  they  play 
this  afternoon  with  the  Y varsity 
tennis  team  against  the  flashy  invad- 
ing net  squad  from  the  University  of 
California. 

Buck  and  Sanky  are  present  holders 
of  the  intermountain  doubles  cham- 
pionship in  tennis,  having  held  that 
title  for  two  years.  It  is  a pleasure 
to  watch  the  Dixons  at  play,  noting 
the  perfect  team  work  and  uncanny 
understanding  that  they  have  of  each 
others  every  movement. 

Buck  and  Sanky  will  probably  meet 
the  California  team’s  number  one 
doubles  combination  of  Muehleisen 
and  Muench,  runner’s  up  in  the  Pacific 
Coast  doubles  competition.  Mueh- 
leisen is  holder  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
singles  championship. 

Great  Athletes 

This  year  is  the  first  in  seven  that 
a Dixon  has  not  been  in  the  B.  Y.  U. 
varsity  tennis  line-up.  Buck  won  his 
letter  four  years  in  the  sport,  and  his 
younger  brother.  Sanky,  repeated  the 
performance,  playing  one  year  to- 
gether with  Buck  on  the  Cougar  team. 

Both  men  are  holders  of  some  dis- 
tinction in  that  they  are  two  of  the 
very  few  college  athletes  to  receive 
letters  in  three  sports.  They  won 
letters  in  football,  basketball,  and 
tennis  off  four  years  at  the  university. 

Buck  was  one  of  the  most  out- 
standing fullbacks  in  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Conference,  rating  an  all- 
conference position  in  1925.  He  also 
made  all-conference  forward  in  basket- 
ball. being  one  of  the  fastest  floo: 
players  and  most  accurate  shot  in  the 
conference. 

Sanky  played  varsity  fullback  for 
two  years  on  the  B.  Y.  U.  team,  but 
*in  his  third  year,  1928,  was  shifted  to 
end  where  he  was  chosen  all-confer- 
ence. He.  also,  rated  all-conference 
honors  as  a forward  in  basketball, 
being  easily  the  best  ball  rustler  and 
floor  man  in  the  region. 

Their  appearance  with  the  B.  Y.  U. 
team  this  afternoon  stirs  pleasant 
memories  in  B.  Y.  U.  followers, 
memories  of  the  days  when  the  Dixons 
were  mentioned  and  numbered  among 
the  athletic  representatives  of  Brig- 
ham Young.
